Cells are proper for criminals and 
they cannot be made too secure. But for 
young men, for persons who never before 
have been under arrest, and are in custody 
for the first time for some trivial infrac- 
tion, the cell is next to barbarous. It is the 
old dungeon idea and we in Chicago must 
do away with it if we are to progress in the 
administration of justice." 

Another advantage of the Sunday court, 
the judge pointed out, will favor policemen. 
They can arraign their prisoners at 6 a. m. 
and get their full day's sleep, averting the 
usual loss of alf a day on Monday. 

Judge Mahoney's release of the second 
batch of prisoners presents another ques- 
tion as to how many of the twenty-four will 
appear in court this morning.

Girl Slain While Sleeping. 

According to the police and the dist .ct at- 
torney's office, Schmidt's confession was full 
and absolute. In it he is quoted as saying 
he killed his companion with a butcher knife 
and cut up the body with the Knife and « 
saw. : 

The murder was committed, the police say, 
shortly after midnight on Sept. 2, in an apart- 
ment in Bradhurst avenue, where the priest 
had placed her five days before. 

When her heart had ceased beating, ac- 
cording to the alleged confession, Schmidt 
carried the body from the bed to the bath- 
room and, placing it in the tub, began im- 
mediately his task of cutting it up. With 
the keen knife and the saw he cut off the 
head, arms, and legs. Still fearful of detec- 
tion, he then cut the body in two.

The priest according to his story, was born 
in Aschaffenburg.

In November. 1912, Schmidt left St. Boni- 
face’s to become assistant rector of St. Jo- 
seph's church, the assignment he held at the 
time of his arrest today.

The entrance of the detectives at the Car- 
roll avenue club was spectacular.

On three floors of the place 
games were found in operation, and ragtime 
noises rattled from several pianos. The in- 
mates, numbering several hundred, most of 
whom escaped through windows and a roof 
exit, gave battle. Pistols were fired, fists 
used, and chairs thrown, Several were hurt. 

After five wagon loads of negro men were 
taken to the Desplaines street station the 
detectives confiscated the contents of a well 
equipped arsenal. Revolvers, bowie knives, 
more than a hundred rounds of ammunition, 
and a Mauser rifle were carried to the sta- 
tioh. Gambling paraphernalia, cards. loaded 
dice. and burglar tools went with the ar- 
tillery.” 

A dummy elevator for sending refreshmertits 
from the basement saloon of Joe Cosimini 
was demolished. In a secret compartment 
built irtoaa leather davenport Detective 
Maher found the kitty. In a leather bag 
mere bills and small change amounting to $50. 


Accident Stops Woodson. 

The capture of Woodson was made with 
difficulty. Detectives aaid he fought with his 
revolver until he was cornered néar a win- 
dow, then he threw the smoking revolver 
into the face of Sergt. Maher and made a 
dive for the window. His coat tails caught 
on a nail on the window sill and Maher drew 
him back. .

The house was disposed to make a slizht 
reduction, reducing the duty from £2.50 a 
dozen pair to $2 a dozen a the same 
time the duties on men's street gloves were 
reduced from $4 a dozen pair to $2 a dozen 
pair. The senate regarded the concessiun 
given to men's gloves as excessive and up- 
plied a duty of $3 a dozen pair. 


Extra Duty on Classes. 

In addition an extra duty_of 25 cents a dozen

In short, the specific duties on the -gloves 
ordinarily worn by women and children, 
under the senate bill, will be $2.75 a dozen 
pair, while those on men's gloves will be $3.25

Evidence taken by the house ways and 
means committee establishes that it costs no 
more to manufacture men’s than womens 
loves. It would seem, therefore, that the 
Hat rate of $2 on the gloves of both sexes 
which is imposed by the house bill, should be 
adopted. 


Rates on Leather Reduced. 

The protection continued to the domestie 
Hove interests by both biile is not all that 
hes been accorded to them. The duty on 
glove leather has been reduced 10 per cent, 
which, by the manufacturers’ own state- 
ment, is worth about 40 cents a dozen pairs 
to them. So that it is estimated the to- 
tal protection enjoyed by manufacturers 
on women’s and children’s gloves in case 
the senate rates are adopted, will be $3.15 
a dozen or about 27 cents a pair, and in the 
ease of men’s gloves $38.65 a dozen or about 
30 cents a pair. 

According to the trade statistics of the 
government there were imported last year 
428,000 dozen pairs of women’s and chil- 
„Aren's street gloves. The total quantity of 
men's gloves of all kinds imported during 
the same period was only 65,000 pairs.

BROTHER AMBROSE, EDUCATOR, 
DIES OF GANGRENE POISONING. 


Priest Was 3 of De La Salle 
Institute and Had Spent Life in 
Teaching Boys in Middle West. 


Brother Ambrose, registrar of the De La 
Salle institute, Thirty-fifth street and Wa- 
bash avenue, died at Mercy hospital yester- 
day morning. 

For forty years he had been an educator, 
serving in various capacities in the schools 
and colleges of the Christian Brothers of the 
Mississippi valley. 

Brother Ambrose ‘was born in Dublin, Ire- 
land, Nov. 15, 1854. He was known in the 
world as James Troy. At the age of 17 he 
entered the novitiate of the Brothers of St. 
Louis. He felt himself too humble to aspire 
to the priesthood and he wanted to teach 
other boys. 

His first work was in New Orleans. After 
a short stay there he was sent to Mobile. 
Ala., where he was closely and intimately 
associated with Father Abram J. Ryan, “ the 
poet priest of the south,” in the work of edu- 
cating boys. 

On the opening of the De La Salle insti- 
tute in 1891, his superiors sent him to Chi- 
cago in the capacity of professor. He re- 
mained at the institute for three years, when 
he was transferred to St. Louis, In the 
summer of 1910 he returned to the institute 
as registrar, in which position he contiziued 
until his death.

Congressman Britten Works to 
Have. More Recruits As- 
signed Here. 


The committee on naval affairs of the Unit- 
ed States house of representatives will visit 
Chicago about Nov. 20 to investigate condi- 
tions at the Great Lakes Training school at 
Lake: Bluff as the result of a reported plan 
to abandon the institution upon which $4,000, - 


000 was expended. 


Representative Britten of Chicago has ap- 
peared as the champion of the school. 

The Chicago congressman says he will in- 
sist that theAhree other training schools— 
Norfolk, Newport, and San Francisco—fill 
the Lake Bluff school Wiz their overflow 
before additional appropriations are granted 
for enlargements. The Virginia delegation 
is seeking $500,000 for the enlargement of 
the Norfolk school. 


Capt. Clark Discusses Conditions. 


We have 1,000 men all told at the Great. 


Lakes station,“ said Capt. Clark, command- 
ant of the school, last night, and capactty 
for 1,500 or 2,000. I doubt if any of the train- 
ing schools are filled to capacity at this time. 
Our hospital and seven buildings, known as 
the receiving group for recruits and those not 
fully admitted to the school, have been 
closed. The receiving group has a capacity 
of about 350 men. 

“The Great Lakes station is the finest in 
the world, and I do not think it ever will 
be abandoned. It cost too much money to 
construct, for one thing. Another reason is 
that it-has and is doing good work, with more 
in prospect. Instead of abandoning it, I 
think the naval authorities will have to re- 
open some of the buildings now closed.“ 


Sentiment Against School? ‘* 

A dispatch from Washington last night seid 
that sentiment in the house committee is 
strong for the abandonment of the school. 
Representative Britten is seeking to offset 
this sentiment and will insist that the Chi- 
cago training school be filled before any 
money is spent to enlarge any of the other 
schools. 


1 
Representative Britten ascribes the dis- 


pute over the great lakes school to a differ- 
ence of opinion between former Representa- 
tive Foss of Illinois, who headed the house 
naval committee, and former Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer. 


Discord Started Trouble? 

They were never able to get along to- 
Representative Britten said. and 
consequently the school suffered. Boys from 
the middle west went to Newport and Nor- 
folk instead of to Chicago. There are only a 
few hundred boys there when there should be 
more than 2,000. We could recrult a suf - 
ficient number from Chicago alone with the 
proper kind of advertising to keep it filled.”’ 


Assistant Secretary Roosevelt Talks. 

Assistant Secretary Roosevelt of the navy 
department recently visited the school, as did 
Secretary Daniels when the latter made his 
coast trip. Mr. Roosevelt yesterday said he 
had not heard of the plan to abandon it, but 
he asserted that unless the size of the navy 
is increased, it will be impossible to use it up 
to its capacity. 

In case of emergency.“ said the assistant 
secretary, the Chicago school is a most de- 
sirable one, but it seems they ajtempted too 
big a thing there right at the start.

Whether or not 
Mr. Wallace has found the job larger than he 
expected he alone Knows, and he is in far 
eway New York. 

Regardless of these representations of a 
few months back few. At any, well informed 
persons expect a complete and compre- 
hensive report from Mr. Wallace by the first 
meeting of the council on Oct. 6 when 
most of the aldermen who have returned 
from their vacations expect the conclusions 
te be presented. 

Task Too Large. 

The task is too large, the time too short, 
and the compensation too small for à thor- 
ough and detailed analysis of the situation 
by Oct. 6. The fault rests on the coun- 
det on Mr. Wallace.

LONDON, Sept. 14.—The Weekly Budget

Mariborofigh, formerly Consuelo Vanderbilt. 
to their ranks. Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst 
and her daughter. Christabel, were lately the 
guests of the duchess during her recent visit 
to Deuville, the fashionable French resort, 
and Mrs. Pankhurst won the duchess over to 
woman suffrage.” 
From Deuville the duchess went to Avie- 
more, Scotland, where a reporter of the 
Weekly Budget sought an interview with her. 
It is inferred from the roundabout state- 
ment in the paper that he did not succeed, 
but he says he gathered the views of the 
duchess from time to tine as chance fa- 
vored him. ; 


Discusses Position of Woman. 

A long connected statement in regard to 
the position of woman follows, and this is 
‘gttributed to the Duchess of Marlborough. 
It contains among other things the follow- 
ing: 

Suffering and oppression have been for 
thousands of years the lot of women. Man 
made taws have ground them down under 
the heel of the sterner sex. A priest made 
law would have been if possible still worse 
for women. What we want now is not @ 
man made law but a God made law. The 
rearest to a God made law is that to be 
framed by those he ordained to be together 
and work together for their common good, 
for the good of their offspring and for the 
good of that state of which they are both 
Units. 

“We generally regard the family as being 
fn a small way the counterpart of the entire 
state vet what do we find? We find it an 
a solute monarchy, an autocracy, a despot- 
ism—-the male alone having the right to de- 
clare the policy of the family and after him 
the vounger males havea share in it superior 
to that of the woman who bore them. 

“Even priest made law was better, for it 
states marriage was ordained for the mutual 
society, help and comfort that one ought to 
have of the other. And how can help be 
mutual unless each has an equal right to 
help in the governance of the great human 

family of which they are members? No, 
we must have man and woman made laws— 
that is to say, a God made law.” 


Argues ior Poor Women. 

After contending at length that the fran- 
chise ought to be given to poor women eqdal- 
ly with their rich sisters, she says: 

“To give women an economic position in 
the social sphere would put an end to much 
of the matrimonial uphappiness and arrest 
race degeneration. Many a girl marri¢s now 
for a home and by the pressure of economic 
need is forced to accept a husband who is 
not fit to be the father of her children. The 
entire family suffers injury and countless 
generations of the unfit perpetuate the error 
and tragedy of that union. 

“I see everywhere perfect and convinc- 
ing proof that the introduction of women into 
the realms of citizenship and national gov- 
ernment will be signally conducive to the 
pfention of more practical methods and 
saner ideals. 

Nenne arms nor gallantry do women ask 
for, but justice. It is only by giving justice 
to women that men can do justice to them- 
selves and it is only by both having justice 
iMatl mie can together, side.by side, do jus- 
tide to the state of which they are comple- 
ments—part and counterpart.”

Washington, D. C., Sept. 14.— [Special. 
Su. een Washington are searching to- 

night for a champion to uphold their cause 
in an open debate with Representative J 
Thomas Heflin of Alabama.

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/NEW RULES FOR WW HAVEN | 
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| Program Governing Promotion 
of Road’s Trainmen Announced. 


TAKES IMMEDIATE EFFECT. 


One -Year’s Expericnee for Passenger 
Engineers Chief Change. 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. 14.—In what is 
claimed the interest of safety. new rules 
governing the promotion of firemen to en- 
gineers and of engineers to advanced grades 
of service. and for the discipline of both.“ 
were promulgated today by the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad, * effect- 
ive at once.“ 

A committee of the Brotherhood af Loco- 
motive Engineers, headed by Chairman F. 8. 
Evans, has had five recent conferençes with 
General Manager Bardo, during which oppo- 
sition was expressed’ to any change. 

In posting the rules the company says this 
is Gone in accordance with its previously 
announced policy to adopt and enforce every 
reasonable rule and practice which) experi- 
ence has shown would help to protect life 
and preserve property. 

Bardo Explaing Need of Change. 

In a statement to the engineers, issued to- 
nigh: General Manager Bardo said: a 

“‘Tnese rules are designed ahd submitted 
after a convincing demonstration that our 
existing rules do not meet the eRacting de- 
mands of the service, and to comply with 
the recommendations of the interstate com- 
merce commission and the public utilities 
commission of the state of Connecticut and 
are for the sole purpose of increasing the 
safety of our service and for the protection 
of our patrons and employés.” 

_ One of the principal rules changed is thet 
pelatir.g to the experience of engineers. In 


future engineers will have to have at least 
one Jear's pa abe before being placed 
on passenger locomotives and two years’ ex- 
perience before being allowed on fast trains. 


Seniority Rule Attacked. 

The particular changes to which the Broth- 
erhood committee had objected related to the 
seniority rule, the physical and visual tests. 
and the methods of discipline. In an official 
statement issued recently by the committee 
tt claimed that orders to make time * issued 
in 1011 and the disciplinary results which ac- 
companied failure to make time have 
been largely responsible for conditions on the 


system in the last two years, 

The additional claim was advanced that 
conditions developed by the order to make 
time have “‘ demoralized the force.” 


Investigate Alleged Monopoly. 
Washington, D. C. Sept. 14.—[Special.}— 
The alleged monopolistic control exercised 
by the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
and the Pennsylvania railroad companies 
over water transportation on the Atlantic 
coast is being investigated by the department 
of justice with a view to the institution of 
proceedings under the Sherman law. 

A complaint made by the merchants and 
manufacturers of Washington that the New 
England company controls all water lines out 
of Baltimore northward and the Pennsyi- 
vania all water lines o ting on Chesa-, 
peake bay and its tributaries; brought out a 
statement from the attorney general in refer-* 
ence to the investigations he had {netituted. 
The complainants were advised that under 
the Panama canal act the iptergtate com- 
merce commission would have jurisdiction 
over the matters to which they have made 


objection. 


Result of Recent Inquiry. 

The institution of proceedings against the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford is the 
result of the recent sweeping investigation 
made by the insterstate commer¢e commis- 
sion into the railroad situation in New Eng- 
land. : 

The report of the commission declared that 
the New Haven company enjoys an almost 
exclusive monopoly of the transportation 
facilities in the greater part of New England 
and made it clear that in ite judgment the 
monopoly should be broken up In part by the 
divorce of the Boston arid Maine railroad. 

The Panama canal act of 1911 requires 
railroads engaged in interstate commerce to 
divest themselves of all competing steamship 
lines on or before July 1, 1914, except in so far 
as they may be permitted by the tnterstate 
commerce commission to retain those lines 
in the public interest. 

The commission certainly would object to 
perpetuating the monopoly of the New Haven 
by authorizing it to retain control of the 
water lines it operates and probably would 
take the same view of the water connections 
of the Pennsylvania. The latter company 
has command of the water transportation 
facilities going out of Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Washington, and Norfolk.

FOREIGN COMMENT IRKS. 


Charges of Neglected Duties and 
Botch Diplomacy Declared 
‘ Untrue. 


Pheenixville, Pa., Sept. 14.—[{Special.]—Sec- 
retary of State. William J. Bryan. speaking 
in his most serious vein, took occasion to 
deny most emphatically today that he is a 
mountebank, a vaudevillian, a peanut sec- 
retary of state, or that he has made a trav- 
esty on diplomacy as alleged editorially by 
many leading. newspapers of the United 
States, as well as in England and on the 
continent. 

The secretary of state bad no desire to talk 
for publication about the criticism that has 
been heaped upon him, but he has talked to 
persons he has met on the chautauqua cir- 
cult and has complained bitterly of the “false 
light in which he has been placed.“ It was 
in verification of these statements, appar- 
ently made in confidence, that he consented 
to talk this afternoon. ' 


Objects to Burleeques. 

Secretary Bryan said that he is a much 
maligned man. He takes the stand that 
he is “an added attraction” on the cha- 
tauqua circuit and objects strenuously to 
delng considered or pictured as an acrobat. 
a Swise yodier, or a member of a vaude- 
ville team. 3. 

He objects strongly to being pictured on 
a stage between two perfectly capable mem- 
bers of the theatrical profession. . 

The fact that he and ‘his chautauqua lec- 
tures had been the target for leading and 
critical editorials in many of the leading 
newspapers of the United States did not 
appear to worry the secretary a great deal, 
although he acknowledged that he is not 
over fond of reading continually about the 
$250 he gets for each chautauqua lecture. 

The domestic newspapers that have at- 
tacked me are all of the Tory stripe,“ he 
declared.

The 
statements that the Mexican situation and 
the Japanese situation have reached acute 
stages and require my constant presence in 
Washington likewise are untrue. The for- 
eign newspapers must get their ideas from 
the columns of the Tory newspapers of the 
United States.“ 

Neither did the secretary of state give 
any information that he had any intention 
of giving up the lecture tour and the con- 
sequent loss of revenue.

Take Last Look at Body of Con- 
gressman Killed by Train. 


New York, Sept. 14.—[Special.]—The Bow: 
ery paid its tribute today to the memory of 
Big Tim Sullivan, congressman, killed 
by a train. | 

It is true that persons of consequence 
as the world goes, judges and congressmen 
and merchants, came in fine clothes to pause 
by the body as lt lay in the Sullivan club- 
house at 207 Bewery, but nineteen out of 
twenty of the 15,000 to 20,000 were on the 
east side, or the districts that Big Tim 
gave to Tammany year after year. 

By their code, Timothy D. fullivan was 
a great man and a good man, risen to what 
they would have liked to be. In his life, 
they had obeyed him blindly, while they 
took his charity publicly and privately. In 
his death they suffered real griert. Hun- 
dreds thought, many said outright: “ Now 
that Tim's gone, what will happen to us?’ 

The scenes in the Bowery and in and about 
the old clubhouse of the Third assembly 
district were the sight of a lifetime. The

ISITORS from this country to Monte 
Carlo—I mean those who frequent the 
public gambling tables there from 
which the Prince of Monaco, now so- 
journing in the United States, derives 

his great wealth—will be interested to learn 
that the management of the casino has just 
equipped the place with a mortuary, where 


bodies can be preserved indefinitely. 


The directors have taken the pains to make 
thie public, as if with the view to impress 
players with the conviction that every pro- 
vision is being made for their peace of mind 
in life and for their comfort after death. The 
mortuary is especially destined for those 
who have been led by their losses at the 
tables to either blow out their brains or to 
take poison. 

Suicides of this kind are numerous at Monte 
Carlo. Hitherto it has been the practice to 
bury them as hurriedly as possible without 
taking proper means for their identification. 
Henceforth their bodies will be preserved 
until their relatives and friends have been 
heard from and their wishes obtained with 
regard to the disposition of the bodies.

Lord de Freyne, whose death was er- 
roneously reported last week on both sides 
of the Atlantic and who is now enjoying the 
questionable satisfaction of reading his obit- 
uary in British and foreign newspapers, is 
head of the old Irish family to which Field 
Marshal Sir John French, G. C. B., belongs. 
He is one of the Conservative members of 
the house of lords, his peerage being not an 
Trish dignity but one of the United Kingdom. 

His eldest son and heir, prematurely pro- 
claimed as having succeeded to his honors, 
has spent a number of years in America. He 
has been badly off and is doomed to remain 
so. For his father has no less than twelve 
other children by his second marriage, who 
have all been favored at the expense of their 
eldest half - brother until no and to make 


provision for whom Lord de Freyne is alien- 
| ating everything in his power from the fam- 


ily property. 

Indeed, Arthur French will succeed to noth- 
ing but the peerage and to the heavily in- 
cumbered entailed estates in County Ros- 
common, which have belonged to his an- 
cestors since the reign of James I. 

It was financial difficulties which forced 
Arthur French to resign his commission as 
lieutenant in the Royal Fusileer regiment. 
Three years after his marriage he came to the 
United States, and in 1905 enlisted in New 
York in Company A of the Eighth infantry, 
leaving his wife behind him tn England. He 
had endeavored in vain to find some means 
of livelihood there. But having been edu- 
cated only for the army, and being, moreover, 
fond of soldiering, he found it impossible to 
obtain any civilian employment of a re- 
munerative character. He thereupon deter- 
mind to seek his fortune in America. Hero 
he found civilian employment quite as dif- 
ficult to obtain, and was thinking of going 
back to England and enlisting in the army 
as a private soldier when some one suggested 
to him that he would be better off if he joined 
the United States army. 

After enlisting he learned that the pay was 
considerably higher in the American service 


than in that of the English army; that, more- - 


over, he was brought while in the ranks into 
contact with a class of men who, asa wh die, 
were superior in education and intelligence 
to the rank and file of the English regiments; 
and that, moreover, the private in the Ameri- 
can army enjoys a far greater sense of per- 
sonal independence and is enabled to retain 
much more self-respect than is the case with 
soldiers in most European armies. 


— 
Lord de Freyne’s eldest son and heir is by no 
means the only foreigner of birth who has 
served in the ranks of the United States army. 


There are quite a number of them, and among 
the first names that occur to me at this mo- 
ment are those of Sir Bryan Leighton, the 
rich Shropshire baronet, and the Hon. Lyulph 


both of whom went through the Spanish war 
under the stars and stripes. 

At one time Lord de Freynes antestors 
were very rich. Thus John French of French 
park, which comprises Dungar castile—still 
the family mansion—was known throughout 
Ireland as Tierne More, which means, the 
great land owner,“ and when he died at an 
advanced age in 1784, his wake, which cost 
many thousands of pounds sterling, lasted 
no less than three days and nights, and was 
amended by crowds, high and low, from all 
Roscommon and the neighboring counties 

The extravagance of his successors some- 
what impaired the great possessions of the 
family. But What divested the peerage of 
most of. its landed property was the mar- 
mage of the father of Lord de Freyne. He 
was wedded by a Roman Catholic priest a 
Cork to Catherine Maree, daughter of Luke 
Maree. After three sons had been born to 
the union it was discovered that by the law 
of Ireland the marriage was invalid, and 
the children illegitimate, owing to the fact 
that the Roman Catholic priest had no 
power to eolemnize a marriage between a 
Catholic and a Protestant. 

„ 

Lord and Lady de Freyne were then mar- 
ried again in the Protestant Established 
church of Grange Gorman, Dublin, in 18%, 
and their fourth.son, born in the follow- 
ing year, succeeded to the title. His parents, 
by way of repairing the injustice, left every 
vestige of property that they could to their 
three elder sons, one of whom became a nota- 
ble member of parliament. 

Lord te Freyne therefore had to content 
Rimeelf with the strictly entailed . estates. 
His entire life after succeeding to the title

nas been one long struggle to make both ends 


meet, and as he has been wholly dependent 
on the revenues from his Roscommon county 
property, he has been compelled to resort 
to the most vigorous and ruthless measures 
in order to obtain the rents from his tenants. 

It has been a case of getting the money 
from them or of literally starving with his 
wife and dozen children, and in this wey he 
has obtained an unenviable reputation 
throughout the Emerald Isle as a singularly 
tyrannical and heartless rack renting land- 
lord. 4

Baron Maurice Arnold de Forest, whose 
reconciliation to his wife, only sister of the 
present and third Lord Gerard, has created 
so much of a stir in Dugiish society, and who 
is now living with her once more in amity at 
the French seaside resort of Le Touquet, is 
one of the two natural sons of Lucien Hirsch, 
only child of the well known financier, rail- 
road builder, and philanthropist, Baron 
Hirech. Lucien predeceased the old baron. 
who ‘thereupon bequeathed the bulk of his 
enormous fortune to his two grandsons. Both 
of them received the Austrian title of baron 
from Emperor Francis Joseph in recognition 
of their grandfather's munificent charities. 

Maurice, after marrying and divorcing 
Mme. Gaston Menier, married in 1904 Lord 
Gerard's sister, by whom he has two children, 
and incidentally secured naturalization as an 
English citizen, After the birth of the two 
children the marriage came to grief, largely 
through the influence of the baroness’ ng - 
lish relatives and friends, who conceived a 
dislike for her husband as too foreign in his 
ways. They algo objected to his political 
aMliations with Lloyd-George, which led to 
his being blackballed by the Reform club, and 
to the subsequent resignation from that insti- 
tution of Ieigyd-George and of Winston 
Churchill, Bis ¢we sponsors.

If there is a written lease your mother is liable 
for rent for the term of the lease, unless released 
by the landlord. If there originally was a written 
lease and your mother staid in possession after its 
expiration without any new agreement, she is 
liable for rent until the end of the year.

By choosing the well balanced foods, those 
which supply a good measure of protein, fat, 
and carbohydrates, we know that our blood 
has been supplied with the materials each or- 
gan needs to receive from it In order to have 
that perfect health which shows by perfect 
4 functioning. 
| Taking for the largest proportion of our 
E ration those foods whose value we can 


easily estimate we shall soon be able to meaé- 

ure pretty carefully our whole intake, so that 

we shall know fairly well whether we have 
eaten enough food to make up 1,600 food 
‘units, or have taken 2,600, enough for the 
) heartiest out of door laborer, and perhaps too 
much even for him.

Every day when we do not eat the requlred 
amount we are drawing upon our reserves or 
upon our tissues and forcing our marvelously 
adaptable bodies go out of their way to meet 
the demand made upon them. Every day 
when we eat too much we have compelled 
them to use more than the normal amount of

energy to care for the excess, a perfectly un- 
productive service, the brain perhaps suffering 
from the deprivation, and digestive system be- 
ing subjected to needless wear and tear. To 
compel our bodies constantly to adjust them- 
Selves to a new balance of work does not pro- 
mote health. 

Suppose we make up our minds to take a 
certain amount of egg and milk every day. 
It does not matter whether we take plain ege 
or-.egg cooked in some of a thousand ways; 
it is the same egg. We can get the requisite 
number of food units from it, whether it be 
in a cake or in a cooked cream or poached, 
with no addition save some seasoning. 

The food value ot a cooked cream ts easy 
to reckon, since it nothing but eggs and 
milk and sugar cooked together and flavored. 
Each ess counts a hundred fuel units, or 
calories; each two-thirds of a cup of milk 
counts another hundred, and each five tea- 
spoons of sugar another. 

> — 

Tou can make a drink out of this combina- 
tion, fla vor it with chocolate, and never real- 
ize that you are taking the raw egg which you 
fancy you do not like. 

The sensible man who has but five minutes 
for a luncheon knows that he has given his 
system fair play when he takes this for his 
meal. It is a hundred times better than any 
sandwich swallowed with three bites. 

If we want to add a little extra food value 
to our cooked cream we can add to a given 
amount six chopped walnuts (almost exactly 
half an ounce) and so have an addition of an- 
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other hundred calories, or food units. 

A child's diet is so limited in variety any 
mother can easily estimate whether she is 
giving her child enough to eat, remembering 
that he needs for every day, not only enough 
to keep up his energy and to keep his body 
warm, but also material for growth. An egg 
gives him 180 calories, of which 68 per cent 
is fat or almost pure fuel, and 82 per cent of 
building material or proteid. 

In an Italian book of wisdom on diet there 
is the following amusing and wise recipe. It 
ie not easy to translate, since it loses constd- 
erable of its charm when put into nearly 
equivalent English. 


AN EGG FOR BABY.—Do you know how to 
Quiet a crying child who is a dainty eater? If 
‘you have a fresh egg beat the yolk well in a 
bowl with two or three tablespoons of pow- 
dered sugar; then beat the white to a stiff 
mountain and add, mixing the two. Put the 
cup before the child; give him a slice of bread 
to dip in it. with which he will make a yel- 
low mustache and become most highly con- 
tented. Would that all food for children 
could be as innocuous as this, for then ther: 
would be fewer convuisions and hysterics in 
the world. 


Added to the above is further comment 
about foods which shock the nerves entering 
too largely into domestic life. Can you not 
see the child here described with his “ ye}- 
low must@che” and his perfect happiness in 
Heing so daubed up? He is a thousand times 
better off than with an all day sucker of 
glucose and a coal tar flavoring.

Cooking a Steak. 


“Please inform me as to whether Louisa M. 
Alcott is living. If so, what is her address? 
I have read three of her books and think they 
are splendid. I am a young, inexperienced 
housekeeper and should liike to Know how to 
cook beefsteak in two or three different ways. 
Also just the plain way. Mine always seem 30 
tough. A READER.” 

Loulsa May Alcott was born in Germantown, 
Pa., Nov. 29, 1832, and died in Boston, Muss, 
March 6, 1888. Her works should never be out 
of print while there are children to be amused 
and instructed. To make a tough beefsteak eat- 
able lay it upon 4 board and with a dull butcher 
knife hack it from end to end, not cutting 
through it, but breaking the fibers. Hack close- 
ly and when you have treated one side turn it 
and hack the other jn like manner. Have your 
gridiron heated and rub well with a piece of 
suet. Sprinkle the steak lightly with salt and 
pepper and, if you like, with a few drops of 
onion juice. When the steak is browned upon 
one side turn it quickly not to lose a drop of 
juice and cook the reverse surface. Transfer to 
a hot dish, butter well, and cover to keep in the 
flavor. For baked beefsteak “tender” as above 
directed and lay within a buttered roaster. 
Strain a 10 cent can of beef tea and pour over 
the steak. Cover and bake slowly for half an 
hour, turning once and basting several times 
with the liquid in the pan. When done transfer

Dust Is an Enemy. 


I[Copyrigut: 1918: By Lillian Russell.) 


OUNTLESS discourses have been made to 
the public on the vital necessity of 
guarding against unhampered circulation 

of dust, but there cannot be too many. 
The woman who, for no other reason 
than to have a clean household, thoroughly 
dusts her house and sees that the sidewalk is 
washed at least once a week is on the safe side. 

But there is a more important reason than 
“appearances” why the house should be free 
from dust. The fine particles cf dust being 
breathed by humans is responsible for the gen- 
eral weakening of the race. 

The most grave consequence of dust is, of 
course, the communication of disease, which is 
possible through this source. Where the dust 18 
a by-product of manufacture the substance is 
usually britttle and, if examined by a micro- 
scope, will be found to be of irregular shape, 
the jagged projection being of hook form. 

When dust of this character is breathed it is 
caught in the lining of the mucous membrane of 
the throat and lungs, which is intensely tender 
and ia in a state of titillating, fluttering move- 
ment all the time.

This dust may be expelled, if it is not hooked 
into the membrane as a crocheting neeedle 
hooks in a ball of yarn, but where it is not ex- 
pelled for a time it leaves a small scar. Wher- 
ever there is a scar there is no flow of mucus, 
and in time the membranous lining becomes 
one great scar. This means, usually, tubercu- 
losis.

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good shampoo about every three or four weeks.

Plan to Reduce Expenses in Big 
Cities to Be Offered by 
Committee. 


BY. C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 

This week there will be two important meet- 
ings, one of life insurance men and the other 
of fire underwriters. The National Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters will begin its an- 
nual convention in Atlantic City tomorrow 
morning. Delegates from all over the coun- 
try will attend the meeting, as this is an im- 
portant event in the year for the field workers 
in life insurance. 

The convention will last three days. 

The Western Union, the big legislative or- 
ganization of fire insurance managers and 
officials, with jurisdiction over the west, will 
open its annual meeting on Wednesday at the 
Hotel Champlain, on Lake Champlain. 

The most important subject before this 
body is the expense reduction program, 
scheduled for Chicago. The large cities com- 
mittee has been working for months on a 
plan to bring about a reduction in production 
cost in Chicago. The problem isa knotty ore, 
especially as both agents and companies have 
rights that must be recognized. 


Changes in Original Plan. 

The Western Union and western insurancs 
bureau, at their meetings in April, adopted 
a plan for reducing expenses in Chicago, but 
it meet with such universal protest from the 
local agents that it was seen that some 
change had to be made. The intervening 
time has been spent by the company com- 
mittee conferring with a committee repre- 
senting the local agents in an effort to bring 
ebout a plan that would meet with favor on 
all sides. 

The large cities committee has found it 
necessary to recommend a number of changes 
in the original scheme. Many of the under- 
writers feel any attempt to change the reso- 


lutions passed last April will result in defeat : 


of the entire matter. There are so many 
various interests in a city like Chicago that 
ii seems impossible to find a common oplat- 
form on which all can stand. 

The chairman of the committee is Charles 
B: Sheldon of Rockford, l., western man- 
ager of the American Insurance company. 
The local agents’ committee is headed by 
Lyman M. Drake. 


Big Fire Concerns Merge. 

The decision of the Connecticut Fire Insur- 
ance company to amalgamate with the 
Pheenix Insurance company, both of Hart- 
ford, is the big event in fire insurance, and 
is said to be the largest merger that has ever 
been projected in fire underwriting history. 
Both companies have been prominent for 
many years in the fire insurance field. 

The Connecticut Fire was established in 
1850 and the Phoenix four years later. Both 
companies bear good reputations and have 
been regarded all along as permanent institu- 
tions. The plan of the Pheenix, it is stated, is 
to have the Connecticut plant continued by. 
an underwriter’s agency. The Connecticut 
has a large western department in Chicago. — 

The Phenix has arranged to continue the 
services of the officials of the Connecticut 
Fire, the department employés, and agents. 
The Connecticut stockholders fare nicely ip 
the deal, as they are given share for share of 
Phoenix stock and a bonus of $75 a share. 


Merger Comes as Surprise. 

The news that the Connecticut was to merge 
with the Phoenix and thus lose its independent 
identity as a stock company created wide 
interest and much surprise. Its president, 
John D. Browne, died some motnhs ago and 
left the company in a rather. helpless posi- 
tion, as no one had been trained to fill his 
place and there was ho one in the entire or- 
ganization available for the chief executive 
position. The directors of the company are 
not fire insurance men, and in attempting to 
select a new president they found themselves 
confronted with a number of problems. 

The Connecticut has $1,000,000 capital 
nearly $8,000,000 assets, $2,266,000 net surpius 
above capital and all liabilities.
